This  Quarter  Eagle  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
rarities  in  Numismatics.  According  to  the  mint 
records  no  quarter  eagles  were  struck  in  Phila- 
delphia in  1841.  However,  Edgar  H.  Adams,  the 
reknowned  numismatist,  in  his  Official  List 
published  in  1909  states  that  he  knew  of  two 
specimens  of  this  coin.  One  was  in  the  Michel- 
son  Collection  which  subsequently  became  the 
property  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.  The  other 
is  in  the  United  States  Mint  Collection.  Natu- 
rally, these  specimens  are  out  of  the  market 
and  not  available  to  private  collectors.  Since 
Mr.  Adams  published  his  list,  four  or  five 
specimens  have  been  discovered  and  though 
the  existence  of  some  proof  lustre  is  indicated 
on  some  of  the  coins,  no  claim  has  been  made 
that  any  were  BRILLIANT  PROOFS  until  this 
specimen  was  offered  by  us.  As  a brilliant  proof 
it  is  probably  unique  and  takes  its  place  along- 
side the  1822  half  eagle  which,  to  our  knowl- 
edge, holds  the  record  price  for  an  individual 
U.S.  coin.  The  1822  was  sold  at  private  sale  by 
the  Numismatic  Gallery  for  $14,000.00.  We 
foresee  stirring  competition  for  this  unique 
rarity.  It  sold  for  $6,000.00  in  1946  and  the 
owner  was  offered  $7,000.00  soon  after. 

It  is  conceivable  that  the  coin  will  now  sell  for

Intimately  connected  with  a period  in  our  national  history  which  witnessed  a most  sensational 
development,  the  private  or  territorial  gold  coins  form  one  of  the  most  interesting  series  of  pieces  ever 
issued.  These  coins  were  born  of  necessity.  A lack  of  Government  fa.ilities  caused  a scarcity  of  coin- 
age throughout  the  country  and  the  west  especially  suffered.  Its  coinage  had  to  come  over  a long 
and  difficult  pass  from  Philadelphia. 

The  Federal  Government  encouraged  these  private  issues  and  the  coins  passed  current  for  face 
value.  Some  were  of  good  quality  and  these  soon  disappeared  from  the  market.  They  were  melted  for  their 
gold  content  or  retained,  while  other  coins  of  an  inferior  grade  were  traded.  Soon  the  poor  speci- 
inens  were  refused  and  eventually  melted  down  when  the  issuing  company  needed  cash  or  liquidated. 

So  for  one  reason  or  another  these  coins  became  rare — the  final  factor  being  the  opening  of  the 
San  Francisco  Mint  in  1854.  The*  necessity  for  these  coins  soon  disappeared  and  many  of  those  out- 
standing were  melted  down.  True,  some  private  issues  were  struck  in  1855  and  the  Mormons  even  minted 
a $5.00  piece  in  1860.  These  were  few  in  number  and  are  all  scarce  today. 

Historically,  this  series  of  Teritorial  Gold  Coins  is  as  interesting  a group  as  can  be  collected. 


TEMPLETON  REID 

Lumpkin  County,  Georgia  1830 


(Templeton  Reid  whose  coins  are  among  the  rarest  of  all  private 
issued,  operated  a private  mint  near  the  gold  mines  of  Lumpkin 
Country,  Georgia.  It  is  stated  that  the  Georgia  coins  issued  by 
Templeton  Reid  were  of  a higher  grade  of  gold  than  any  other 
gold  coins  ever  issued  in  this  country.  It  is  probably  due  to  this 
fact  that  all  coins  bearing  the  stamp  of  Templeton  Reid  are  of 
excessive  rarity.)

{Coins  of  North  Carolina  ond  Georgia  issued  by  the  Bechtlers, 

Christopher  and  his  son  August,  are  among  the  first  of  the  pri- 
vate issues  of  gold  coins  in  this  country.  There  are  numerous 
vorietics  of  this  coinage  some  of  which  are  very  rare  and  valu- 
able. The  inscriptions  "Carolina,"  "North  Corolina,"  and 
"Georgio,"  were  placed  on  the  Bechtler  coins  to  indicate  the 
quolity  of  gold.  The  lowest  grade  of  gold  was  20  carats  and 
these  coins  were  stamped  "North  Carolina  Gold."  The  coins 
stamped  "Carolina"  were  21  carats,  while  those  cf  22  caruts 
fineness  bear  the  stamp  of  "Georgia."  An  interesting  account  of

THE  MORMON  COINS 

1849  - 1860 

(Very  little  metallic  currency  passed  among  the  Mormons  in 
1349,  gold  dust  being  the  only  circulaling  medium,  and  the 
Latter  Day  Saints  made  arrangements  to  strike  gold  coins  bear- 
ing their  own  stamp  from  the  great  quantities  of  gold  that  had 
come  from  California.  Thomas  Bullock  was  director  of  the  mint 
and  John  Kay  was  the  first  coiner.  A die  was  prepared  by  Robert 
Campbell  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  strike  gold  coins  but  the 
dies  broke.  It  is  not  known  whether  any  of  the  coins  of  this 
earlier  die  are  in  existence.  Subsequently,  James  M.  Barlow  en- 
graved dies  for  the  $2.50,  $5.00,  $10.00  and  $20.00  coins.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  this  Mormon  $20.00  coin  was  the  first 
coin  of  this  denomination  to  be  issued  in  the  United  States.  The 
series  of  1849  are  alike  in  every  respect  except  for  the  denomi- 
nation. The  Obv.  has  an  eye  and  mitre  and  is  incribed  HOLINESS 
TO  THE  LORD.  The  Reverse  has  the  date  1849  and  clasped  hands 
above  it  all  in  the  center  of  the  coin  and  inscribd  G.S.L.C.P.G.

This  company  was  composed 
of  William  K.  Kilburne,  T.  Magruder,  J.  Taylor,  G.  Abernathy,  W.
